While there may not be much actual doings 
in the pugilistic line there certainly is enough talk 
going on for all practical purposes. Frow Jefiries down 
the heavyweights are all working overtime in their 
eagerness to keep belore the public. ‘‘Kid’’ McCoy 
seems to be the only one who evinces the slighest inecll- 
nation to remain in retirement, but one can hardly 
blame the “Kid” for he certainly has had “all that was 
a’comin’ to him” in the way of notorety during the 
past few weeks,and he is more than willing to let 
some of the others have a chance at it fora while. 

First and foremost Jeffries gets into the game, and in 
that spirit of magnanimity tor which he is noted Billy 
Brady, his manager, has agreed to alter his receut offer 
to Bob Fitzsimmous and give the former champion 
until December 1, instead of November 1, In which to 
uccept Jeffries’ recent challenge. In issuing a defi to 
Fitzsimmous Brady suys that the bollermaker has 
established a new precedent, as itis not customary for 
the holder ofa title pugilism to chailenge prospec- 
tive opponents. Brady declarcs that Jefiries’ injured 
arm isin shape to stand a vigorous course of training, 
and adds that the champion is now prepared to seta 
date torabattle with Lanuky Bob, something he was 
unable to do « few weeks ago. ‘To show his sincerity 
Brady states that he will bet $12,000 to $10,000 that 
Jeftries will beat the Cornishman, and that he will give 
Bob $1,000 the moment he signs articles of agreement 
and $2,000 more when he steps into the ring to fight, 

Nobody ever gave Fitzsimmons credit for having 
more brains than he actually required to run his men- 
tal machinery, but he evidently has enough to drop to 
Brady's game, for in a few well chosen and appropriate 
words, a8 they say, he intimated that Jeffries aml his 
manager couldn’t use him for advertising purposes 
without paying for it, and If his name appeared on the 
bill boards it must also appear on the salary list. Jef- 
fries tried a bluff and didn’t make good when Fitz 
called it, and now the latter is justified in assuming 
that the ‘Man From the West" is only blufhng again, 
and that’s about all he is doing. 
arm which t'.e specialists who have examined it can- 
not determine whether it is permanently Injured or 
not and a full season's Contract to appear on the stage 
and speak a few parrot-like lines, the champion of the 
world has too much to do to even think about fighting, 
to say nothing of doing any, and Fitzsimmons, in bis 
immature wisdom, is able to see through it all.

Next we come to Gus Kuhlin, for whom Billy 
Madden is making a ridiculous claim for champion- 
ship honors, based upon God knows what, for if Ruh- 
lin ever did anything to warrant any such distinction 
I haven’t heard of it; but Madden, with his recognized 
ability to furnish an argument, delves away down 
deep into the mus y tomes of the buried past, and 
resurrects a renson based upon the doings of such 
things in days long since gone, 

“some time ago I issued a challenge on behalf ot 
Rublin,”’ says Madden, “to Jeftries to fight for the 
champiouship of the world and posted $1,000 to show 
that I meant business. He paid no attention tomy 
proposition, but instead went about trying to arrange a 
match with Fitzsimmons, who he has been told re- 
peatedly has retired. The grounds on which I claim 
Gus champion are the very same as those which ex- 
isted when Sullivan and Mitchell got their honors.” 

Then Madden proceeds to enlighten an intelligent 
public regarding the ways and means employed by 
him to acquire championship distinction for the two 
celebrities he names. 

“When I managed John L. Sullivan's affairs years 
ago,” suid Madden, “I+ roclaimed him the champion 
six months before he won the title by battle. Then, 
again, Charley Mitchell geined the championship of his 
country through me two weeks in advance ot his fight- 
ing for it. So you see, when I claim the honor for 
Rubilin I cannot be fur astray.” 

In one or two particulars Mr. Madden is very much 
astray. Mitchell,in the first place, was never any- 
thing more than the “boxing champion of England”’— 
a rather dubious title, recognized only in a secondary 
way at the time Peter Jackson defeated Jem Smith 
and afterwards Frank Slavin for the title of champion 
of England. 

As tar as Sullivan is concerned I have only a very 
remote and indistinct recollection of his claiming the 
title six months before he fought for it, but I am will- 
ing to defer to the more intimate knowledge of the 
subject possessed by ‘‘Macon’” McCormick, and as he 
has elected to take issue with Madden I cannot do bet- 
ter than to quote his argument, 

“Claiming championships for his fighters is Mad- 
den’s ‘great act,’ as the vaudevillians call it. He says 
that he claimed the championship for John L. Sullivan 
by defeating Paddy 
Ryan,” and then MeCorm ck goes on to show how both

“Tt will be seen by the above statements,’ continues

JIM CORBETT COMING BACK. 


A cable dispatch from London says that Jim Corbett 
hus sailed froni Liverpool on the Campania and will be 
here in a few days to refute the charges of faking his 
fight with McCoy, which his wife and others have 
made againsthim., In au interview before he sailed 
Corbett is reported to have said: 

“I received some American papers on Wednesday 
containing alleged reasons for my sailing for Europe 
and interviews with my wife as to my reasous for 
leaving, She has been imposed upon by intimate ac- 
quaintances I supposed to be my best friends. ‘These 
persons will have to answer to me personally, Though 
my wife's statements about the McCoy fight are ridic- 
ulous, am confident she made them under a false 
impression, It would be madness for anyone to think 
that if [ would try to throw the McCoy fight I would 
make such an arrangement in the presence of my wife 
or any other outside party. Things of that kind, if 
doe, are not done in the presence of third parties.”
